These Pillars served as destination Landmarks for automobile and railroad 


customers during the development of the Playa del Rey, Surfridge and Palisades del Rey communities on the 
western most edge of Los Angeles in the 1920’s, 30’s and 40’s. These three communities were marketed as the 
"nearest beach", the "King's Beach, and served as a residential community and recreation resource for the entire 
population of Los Angeles. All roads and railways led to PDR. The Pillars marked the spot. The real estate offices 


of Fritz Burns, Dickinson & Gillespie (HCM 955) and T.O. McCoye were all located immediately adjacent, seeVideo.

PI B is in its original location in front of the 1904 pressed-brick railroad building but the cast stone chalice and 
Capital have been removed (date unknown, see photographs.) The interior of the pillars are solid, likely rubble 
and concrete mix. Both the base a nd c apital are cast stone. The pillars are faced with random Utah Dolomite 
stone in the original condition (see photographs). The pillars have four insets in the capital, likely meant for brass 
plaq ues, now missing.

A Little Surfridge History 


Recently, I gave several interviews 
regarding Surfridge, the former 
neighborhood in Playa del Rey. Atone 
point, many Hollywood stars and other 
luminaries called Surfridge Estates and 
Palisades del Rey home. Mae Murray, 
George Beban, Mel Blanc, Richard 
and Cecil B. "Demille" and Charles 
Bickford all lived in Playa del Rey. 

Although she only lived here for 
a brief period of time, Judy Lewis, 
secret daughter of Loretta Young and 
Clark Gable, lived on Rindge Avenue. 
Apparently Loretta Young and her 
mother, Gladys Royal, rented the home. 

Playa del Rey in 1935 was still very 
much off the beaten path, and it was 
a perfect spot for Young to hide from 
sight during the latter months of her 
pregnancy. As soon as Lewis was born, 
Young moved back to her home in 
Bel Air, and Lewis was shipped off to 
an orphanage. Almost two years later, 
Young retrieved her daughter, claiming 
publicly that she had adopted her.
